EN LIGHTEN MENT through education and so- 
cial interchange has wrought marvelous changes 
in the feeling and spirit of the Mexican people 
toward Protestantism and its general literary work. 
Sothoroughly did Romanism dominate the Mexican 
mind that, sixteen years ago, no printing-press in 
Mexico City could be induced to print the Decalogue, 
but now both the Decalogue and all forms of relig- 
ious literature are freely published. The value of 
this literature is being seen and also that other ter- 
rible and godless fact: that Rome, for centuries, 
has kept the Bible from the eyes of the people. The 
blackness of darkness was the chain by which the 
childlike Mexican mind was bound, and this chain 
Was forged and fastened by that papal chief whose 
throne was among the hills of a land 6,000 miles 
away. What wonder that the priesthood is losing 
its hold on the hearts and respect of the people! 
They have withheld the boon of enlightenment, 
while they have even failed to elevate the morals 
of the people. 














So Bible is the best preacher. If but one can 

be had the people would better have the Bible 
than the priest. Rome furnishes the priest, to 
which we make no objection, but not willingly the 
Bible, to which we make great objection. Rome 
Protests that King James’ translation is not true to 
the original. Even to this statement we would 
tare little to oppose objeétion, though it be false in 
fact, if they would only distribute their own 
Douay. But the fact is Rome does not wish the 
People to have the Word and will not furnish it. 


Not until the papal yoke was broken in Italy and 
Rome was the Bible seen by the people, nor was it 
seen in France until the republic succeeded the em- 
pire, and the priest, under the law, ceased to be a 
little pope. But the Bible has got into both Italy 
and Rome, despite the priest and the Pope, and 
their combined power can not dislodge it. France, 
through the British Bible Society, got 130,572 copies 
of the Word last year, and forty-two colporteurs dis- 
tributed 28,745 volumes for the American Bible So- 
ciety. 


HE Book of Inspiration can be best understood 
only when the Spirit which gave it most thor- 
oughly possesses the heart. An illumination comes 
from this Spirit to a most remarkable extent, as all 
devout Bible students will testify. A spiritual state 
lends an acuteness to the mental powers, it is rea- 





sonable to believe, and then to this same blessed | to-da 


condition it is as reasonable to believe that the 
Spirit will accommodate itself. On the principle, 
therefore, that the Author of the Testament is its 
own best interpreter, the light and guidance of the 
Spirit should be humbly and persistently sought by 
the student of the Word and by the expounder of 
it. Great and effective preachers have been Bible 
preachers pre-eminently. The sermons of Bunyan, 
Flavel, Baxter, Whitefield, Wesley, Chalmers, etc., 
are brimful of Bible thought, language, and doc- 
trine. The Bible was the armory from which they 
drew their weapons, and the Spirit was urged to 
give direction to their arrows. Whitefield read the 
Bible in the light of Henry’s commentaries daily 
on his knee, and if light did not come he earnestly 
prayed for it. Was he not a good and safe example? 





RAVE hearts are not always covered by mascu- 
line garbs.

EW York City is to have a cathedral which shall 
rival some of the grand«st of Europe. It is to 

be built by the Episcopal Church and is to cost in 
the neighborhood of $15,000,000. Sixty-seven archi- 
tects have submitted as many plans to the commit- 
tee of construction, and four of these plans have 
been chosen from the sixty-seven. The four are to 
be submitted to a committee of experts, who are to 
decide as to the most feasible of the four plans. 
One of the four plans is Gothic in style and in the 
form of the crucifix. The floor room would consist 
of 21,000 square feet. The central space would 
cover a radius of 115 feet, and would seat 3,000 per- 
sons. Beyond this central space would be four an- 
nexes. The total seating capacity of Talmage’s 
Tabernacle is 4,000 persons, and that of Spurgeon 
nearly 8,000 persons, and the cathedral would 
hardly accommodate more than the temple of Spur- 





geon. The cathedral, as proposed, would be supe- 
rior to any church building in America, but would 
be far less expensive, gorgeous, and capacious than 
many in Europe. The Temple of Herod, which, 


in its main body was the same in size as that of 
Solomon, was 90 feet wide and 150 feet long, with 
two wings 30 feet long, This, at the time, was pro- 
ee the most magnificent building in the 
world. 


Aa growth for the fifty years past is 
the surprise of the world and the just admira- 
tion of Americans. Fifty years ago—1839—the pop- 
ulation of the United States was but 17,000,000; 
now, by some it is thought it may reach 68,000,000, 
or four times the number of fifty years ago. If but 
60,000,000 the population has in that time increased 
three and one-half fold, and should it do the same 
in the next fifty years—in 1939—when the babe of 





y is a man of fifty, the population will have 
reached 210,000,000, on the of 60,000 000 for 
1889. Fifty years ago the population of Mexico 
was 5,000,000 12,000,000 to-day. The Brit- 
ish Provinces have doubled their population in fifty 
years, growing from 3,000,000 to 6,000,000. The 
Central American States and the West India Isl- 
ands have grown from about 5,000,000 to 10,000,000. 
Thus the North American Continent has increased 
in population from 30,000,000 to more than 90,000,- 
000 within fifty years. The population of this con- 
tinent, however, with all of itsgrowth—a growth 
unparalleled in history—is but one-third that of 
Europe of to-day, but the chances are that a 
ulation of Europe, 100 years from to-day, 

-~ less than that of America at the same period 
of time. 


SALOON is a black and leprous center, and the 
closing of one such den is a matter ior joy, both 
in heaven and in earth.

“Jehu is king.” II. Kings 9: 13.

case with some wicked women at the present day. 
She supported the worship of two idol gods—Baal 
and Astarte. She had four hundred and fifty 
prophets of Baal, and four hundred prophets of 
Astarte. She lived in a house of ivory in the city 
of Jezreel. By her order all the prophets of God 
were killed. After the death of Ahab, Jezebel was 
in authority, and was a decidedly wicked ruler. 
Jehu was anointed king by one of Elijah’s students 
in a very private way. The young man disappear- 
ed as soon as he had poured the anointing oil on 
Jehu’s head. He was to destroy the house of Ahab, 
and all the idolators in the land of Israel. 

8. What did Jehu do? He slew seventy sons 
of Ahab, and all the worshipers of Baal and 
Astarte. Jehu employed eighty men to do the 
work while the idolators were in the midst of an 
important celebration. He broke down their altars 
and destroyed their idol gods. The king rode into 
the city of Jezreel in a chariot, and saw the wicked 
queen looking out of her chamber window. He 
ordered the people to throw her out of the window. 
His order was obeyed, and the king in his chariot 
rode over her dead body and the mangled body of 
the once proud queen was eaten by dogs, except her 
skull, her feet, and the palms of her hands. No 
part of her body was buried. (II. Kings 9: 36, 37.) 

4. How long did King Jehu reign? His whole 
reign was twenty-seven years. His last public act 
was the destruction of Baal and Astarte, the two 
gods of Israel. This was after he had slain the 
eight hundred and fifty false prophets. Jehu died 
a natural death, and was buried in the city of 
Samaria. He was a bold leader and an ambitious 
man. The reform that he effected was by strat- 
egy and physical force. He was not a pious man, 
but claimed to be very religious and said, ‘‘Come, 
see my zeal for the Lord!’ There are people to-day 
who have some of Jehu’s religious zeal, but are 
held in check somewhat by public sentiment, that 
has been created by the religion of the Gospel of 


Christ. 
5. What may we learn from this subject? That 


God may appoint an irreligious ruler to punish a 
wicked nation for its sins. The house of Ahab had 
kjlled nearly all of God’s prophets, and Jehu was 
selected to udminister punishment on the guilty 
party. Jesus reforms men by working upon their 
hearts by his truth and spirit. The world is devel- 
oping in goodness, and Jesus is to reign King of 
kings. ‘‘The weapons of his warfare are not car- 
nal, but mighty through God to the pulling down 
of strongholds.’”’

EDUOATIONAL GROWTH. 

Growth is of two kinds, natural and unnatural. 
The little grain of corn that sends its tender leaves 
in the spring-time, growing and putting out its tas- 
sels and silken shoots during the long hot summer, 
in the autumn ripening into strong hard stalks and 
rich golden ears, is a natural growth. The acorn, 
that the boy saw fall centuries ago, was covered 
with moistened earth, came quietly up, grew on 
and on, spreading out its massive branches until it 
was justly called the king of the forest. As such 
it stood for three hundred years, then fell, was 
mingled with other decaying substances, was cov- 
ered with earth and water for centuries, and is now 
a part of the common coal of to-day. This is a nat- 
ural growth. The little jet of water, bursting forth 
from the mountain side, passes gently down the 
slope, gathering smaller and uniting with larger 
ones, until the sparkling brook is formed, then the 
swiftly running creek, and this, after uniting with

What did he do? How long did he reign? What 
lessons may be learned from his history? 

1. Who was Jehu? He was the son of Jehosha- 
phat and grandson of Asa, both of whom were 
kings of Judah. He had royal blood in his veins. 
He held office under King Ahab, one of the idola- 
trous and cruel kings of Israel. He was an ambi- 
tious, bold, dashing officer. 

2. Why was he anointed king? To punish the 
house of Ahab and to destroy idolatry in Israel. 
Ahab had been a cruel king in Israel. His wife’s 
name was Jezebel. She was the daughter of aking, 
and the mother of two kings and of a queen. She 
was a very wicked and cruel woman, and was an 
idolator. She ruled her husband and made him 
worse than he otherwise would have been, as is the 


is also a natural growth. The babe that is rocked 
in the cradle day after day soon grows to be a prat- 
tling child; then the youthful spirit is shown that 
connects childhood to manhood or womanhood. 
The proper age is reached, and a perfect physical 
man or woman is the result of a natural growth. 
But the child, different from the blade of corn, 
the acorn, or the rivulet, is susceptible to another 
change—unnatural growth. It has the power not 
only to enlarge so that it will be perceptible to the 
eye, but to think, to reason, to will, and grow, in 
each. This growth we call education, which, in 
the true sense, is applicable to man only. This 
growth is not brought on by the falling dews, 
the gentle showers, the warm sun, or the zephyr 
winds, but by the individual efforts of the per- 
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son. The ladder of Knowledge must be ascended 
by one’s self, aided, it is true, by parents and 
teachers, but the student must travel the rough 
road, undo the knotty points, and solve the higher 
problems that come before him. The rough storm 
that strikes the growing tree and causes its branches 
to bow down to the ground, its boughs to bend, its 
trunk to tremble, does not hinder its growth, but 
causes it to take deeper root and thus better pre. 
pares it for the harder storms that follow. The 
smooth sea that is changed into a billowy foam by 
the wind sweeping over its broad surface is made 
purer and fitter for habitation and navigation. So 
it is with the student; he who overcomes the most 
difficulties and mounts the highest obstacles is bet- 
ter prepared for the trouble to follow, and is made 
purer and fitter for the association of man; and he 
it is that climbs to the top of the ladder of fame 
and looks down at the envious below. 

In this enlightened age and in this glorious coun- 
try—this great Republic of political, religious, and 
educational freedom—we seldom look back on the 
people living in less fortunate times and under deg- 
potic rulers. But let us look at the system of edu- 
cation as it was three hundred years ago. In En- 
gland, perhaps the most enlightened nation at that 
time, the rich alone were educated. The idea that 
a girl could be educated at all, unless a member of 
the royal family, was ridiculed, and the possessor 
of such an idea was thought either to be insane or 
an enemy of the government. The Pope was 
thought so pure that he could not sin, the preacher 
was entitled to one-tenth of each man’s income, and 
free public schools were unknown. Even in this 
country, just one century back, there were no 
women teachers, few public schools, and very poor 
buildings and apparatus. The man of fifty to-day 
can tell of the old log school-house, the wooden 
benches around the wall, made by splitting logs 
into halves, with wooden pins for legs; can tell of 
the puncheon floor, the wooden hinge, and the 
latchstring hanging outside the school-house door, 
Only within the last twenty-five years have there 
been any women physicians, lawyers, or editors, 
The greatest advance that has been made in educa- 
tion since the Dark Ages, is the co-education of the 
sexes, and thereby placing woman in a position to 
fill the nobler offices for which she seems best 
adapted—educating the young, and caring for the 
sick and afflicted. We should not educate for the 
same reason that a great many belong to certain 
parties or denominations, simply to hold some high 
office or position, but to do the most good in our 
present condition; educate so as to do the most 
good for our neighbors, for our God, and for man- 
kind; educate ourselves to make good citizens, A 
republican government must have moral, intelli- 
gent voters, for in them lies the sovereign power. 
A Nation containing four million square miles, con- 
trolling sixty-five millions of people, with indus- 
tries unnumbered, resources undeveloped, needs 
wise men, not only at the head of government 
bureaus, but also at the ballot-box. 

A few years ago, while the American Minister to 
Japan was standing on the wharves of one of the 
seaboard cities, in that oriental country, watching 
a United States war vessel coming into port, the 
Japanese, always wanting to know who is firstin 
authority, asked the diplomat: ‘‘Who is at the 
head of that ship?”’? “The captain,’’ was the reply. 
‘‘But whois above him?” “The admiral.” “Bat 
who is above him?’’ ‘‘The Secretary of the Navy.” 
‘““Who is over him?” ‘The President.’ “But 
who is above him—who is first in authority in your 
country?’ ‘The people are above him,’’ was the 
answer given by the loyal American. The people 
are at the head of the Government, and their off- 
cers are their hired servants. We must educate me 
for citizenship. Do not look to the stars for happk 
ness, for the human intellect is so weak that it 
can not conceive the trials that lie there. Fut 
every high position within the reach of man thet 
are a thousand applicants; for good citizenship 
there are places for all. Who would not desire the 
name, aye, the honor, of being the best citizen i@ 
his community?

If the best of us have need of timely warning, 
much more the unregenerate sinner. A few words 
fitly spoken, having direct reference to the uncer- 
tainty of this life and a future retribution, may 
clear our own skirts and save a soul from death. 
An unusual number of aged persons, some in the 
prime of life, many of them affluent, have recently 
died in our vicinity. I spoke to one of them a short 
time prior to his death. ‘‘ Whatis yourage?” ‘‘Sixty- 
nine,” was the reply. ‘“Then you are three years 
older than Iam.”’ Said he, “‘I will sit down on a 
log and wait for you.”’ He is waiting. 

To another, I remarked, ‘John, you are getting 
old; are you trying to be prepared to go?” He re- 
plied, ‘‘I don’t know that it is necessary; we must 
go any how.”’ He died rather suddenly. Again I 
spoke to a friend of the “‘miserable” life—sinful— 
that some persons live here, and in a few days I saw 
him in a dying condition. One more remarked to 
me, ‘‘I guess I can run my cart without tar.” He 
died suddenly. Still another, ‘‘ Whatis your prospect 
for the future?’’ ‘‘I don’t know aboutit.”? ‘*Well,’”’ 
said I, ‘“‘I have a hope in the life to come.” 

Many years since I inquired of one of our lead- 
ing citizens, a smart fellow, reared with church in- 
fluences all around, ‘‘Why are you not a member of 
the church?”’ He declined togivea reason. After- 
ward, while reading the paper on the boat, he was 
blown into eternity by an explosion. 

Such is this life. Let us not wait for death-bed 
scenes when it is very unpleasant to disturb the 
dying, and frequently too late. May our lives be 
such that the suggestions we may offer, and the 
timely warning given, may not bein vain. “Like 
apples of gold in pictures of silver” may they be 
fitly spoken, and we be the humble instruments in 
winning souls to Christ.

Jesus is now fully in the hands of his enemies. 
Their hatred of him was most intense and bitter. 
They were blind to any virtues he may have had, 
and only saw him as one to be put away with all 
the brutal force they could use, and in all the dis- 
grace they could heap upon him. There is some- 
thing dreadful in hate. I remember hearing Aus- 
tin Craig explain the word abhor, as it occurs in 
Romans 12: 9. He said, Literally it means hate 
like hell. It expresses the utmost detestation, that 
fills the soul with most violent sensations. Itis not 
only deep feeling that burns with fury in the soul, 
but also the outbursting expression of it. This was 
the feeling of this Jewish council toward the Lord 
Jesus. There was nothing too unjust by which to 
condemn him. And there was nothing too severe 
in disgrace by which to bring him into the most 
excruciating suffering. Can you tell why it was 
they so hated Jesus? I venture to say that the 
chief reason was because Jesus antagonized their 
prejudices. There is no prejudice so unyielding and 
Which so arouses the soul to intense rejection as re- 
ligious prejudice. It has been the bane of the Church 
of Christ during these eighteen hundred years. 

It assumes the form of heresy hunting, and is 
most unrelenting in its judgments and severe in its 
tondemnations. The Church of Christ has been 
bitterly persecuted by the so-called church of Christ. 
It has existed in the worst forms of the Inquisition. 
The persecution of the Waldenses, running through 
‘nturies, is a graphic illustration of the intense 
hate of religious prejudice. There are multitudes 

ances, even in the present day, where men 
have been made to feel the relentless ostracism 

Which cuts off from a communion, and isolates 
those who dare to be freemen in their judgment of 
the teachings of Christ.

ey, determined by every means in their power 
evidence that would give some shadow of 
law to their condemnation of Jesus. It was not 
tuth they sought, but testimony, even though it be 











both false and unreasonable. They found it diffi- 
cult to harmonize the testimony that seemed the 
most direct. There were such contradictions in it 
as to make it legally valueless. Notwithstanding 
there was no evidence involving Jesus with any 
violation of the law, constructive or direct, the 
high-priest demanded that he should answer the 
evidence. He said nothing. For him to speak 
would only expose him to further insult. He 
could not answer evidence that had no bearing 
upon him. There was no need of defense in coun- 
ter-testimony, when the prosecution had entirely 
failed. An honest prosecuting attorney would have 
abandoned a case where there was no sustaining 
evidence. Then the high-priest asked a question 
for himself, “Art thou the Christ, the Son of the 
Blessed?’ Matthew makes the question more 
pointed and specific than Mark gives it: “I adjure 
thee by the living God, that thou tell us whether 
thou be the Christ, the Son of God.’’ Jesus an- 
swered, “I am.’’ His Messiahship was openly ac- 
knowledged by his disciples. In a variety of ways 
it came before the people as a fact. Demons recog- 
nized him. The high-priest knew that Jesus 
claimed to be the Messiah. It was his high honor. 
He could say it before the heads of the Jewish 
Church with dignity and propriety. But Jesus did 
not stop at a simple confession. He made an addi- 
tional declaration, warranted by the dramatic 
moment. His majestic words were dramatic: ‘“Ye 
shall see the Son of man sitting on the right hand 
of power, and coming in the clouds of heaven!’’ 
That was enough to put the prejudiced high-priest 
into a whirl of excitement. ‘‘Blasphemy!’’ he 
cried. ‘‘Blasphemy!’’ was echoed throughout the 
court. The high-priest rent hisgarment. It wasa 
sign of horror and of condemnation. ‘Court, what 
is your decision?” he inquired. “He is guilty of 
death,’’ was the unanimous response. 

Then followed a scene of the most shameful per- 
sonal abuse heaped upon Jesus. It sounds terrific 
to us, but such is the permit of prejudice. It knows 
no law of mercy; it gives no protection to the con- 
demned. The sentence had not been formally pro- 
nounced, for this was hardly a legal session of the

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THE SEOOND OOMING OF OHRIST. 

Will there be a (parousia, Greek) second coming 
of our Lord and Savior Jesus Christ? Let us ex- 
amine God’s Word of truth for theanswer. Jesus 
in his prayer to his Father asks God to ‘‘sanctify’’ 
his disciples “through thy truth; thy word is 
truth.” It is evident that the prevailing belief and 
hope of the Church is that Christ will come 
again to earth personally; that as he ascended to 
heaven in body, so in like manner or condition of 
being he will return in person. Opposed to this is 
the view that all the coming that should be ex- 
pected is a spiritual coming, which takes place at 
divers times and places, such as the destruction of 
Jerusalem, at death, at the baptism of the Spirit, 
and spiritual gifts, etc. So, in consistency with 
such an opinion, is also a denial of a general resur- 
rection of the body at a given time and the judg- 
ment of the race. 

“To the law and testimony.’’?’ What does our 
rule of faith and hope (the Bible) say about it? 
Now as there is no question but that the first com- 
ing of Christ was a personal one, why should there 
be about the second, inasmuch as it is a subject of 


romise? 
It is declared by the writer of the Epistle to the 


Hebrews (9: 27, 28), ‘‘And as it is appointed unto 
men once to die, but after this the judgment: so 
Christ was once offered to bear the sins of many; 
and unto them that look for him shall he appzar 
the second time without sin unto salvatior.’’ The 
obvious sense of this passage is that at the first ad- 
vent Christ died for our sins; he was a sin offering; 
‘the died unto sin once;’’? but when he comes the 
second time it will not be for asin offering but for 
salvation, even the salvation of our souls. It will 
be ‘‘untosalvation.’”’ -Letus examine the witnesses 
and thus learn the truth. 

1. The faithful witness, Jesus himself. Matt. 24: 
80, ‘‘And then shall appear the sign of the Son of 
man in heaven: and then shailall the tribes of the 
earth mourn, and they shall see the Son of man com- 
ing in the cloudsof heaven, with power and great 
glory ;’’ 26: 64, ‘I say unto you, Hereafter shall ye 
see the Son of mansitting at the right hand of power, 
and coming in the clouds of heaven;’’ 25: 81, 
‘*When the Son of man shall come in his glory, 
and all the holy angels with him, then shall he be 
seated upon the throne of his glory;’’ 16: 27, ‘*For 
the Son of man shall come in the glory of his Fa- 
ther with his angels; and then he shall reward 
every man according to his works.”’ Rev. 22: 12, 
‘*And, behold, I come quickly; and my reward is 
with me, to give to every man according as his 
work shall be.’”?’ John 14: 1-3, ‘‘Let not your heart 
be troubled: ye believe in God, believe also in me. 
In my Father’s house are many mansions: if it 
were not so, I would have told you. I go to pre 
pare a place for you. And if Igo to prepare a place 
for you, I will come again, and receive you unto 
myself; that where I am, there ye may be also.’’ 
Angels testify that he will come. Acts1: 10, 11, 
‘And while they looked steadfastly toward heaven 
as he went up, behold, two men stood by them in 
white apparel; which also said, Ye meu of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus, which is taken up from you into heaven, shall 
so come in like manner as ye have seen him go into 


heaven.”’ 
The apostles testify very explicitly that he will 


come. Rev. 1: 7, ‘‘Behold, he cometh with clouds; 
and every eye shall see him, and they also which 
pierced him: and all kindreds of the earth shall wail 
becauseof him. Evenso, Amen.’ Acts 3: 19, 20, 
‘*Repent ye therefore, and be converted, that your 
sins may be blotted out, when the times of refresh- 
ing shall come trom the presence of the Lord; and he 
shall send Jesus Christ, which before was preached 
unto you.”’ Jude 14, ‘*And Enoch also, the seventh 
from Adam, prophesied of these, saying, Behold, 
the Lord cometh with ten thousand of his saints;’’ 
20, 21, ‘‘But ye, beloved, building up yourselves on 
your most holy faith, praying in the Holy Ghost, 
keep yourselves in the love of God, looking for the 
mercy of our Lord Jesus Christ unto eternal life.’’ 
I. Cor. 1: 7, 8, “So that ye come behind in no gift; 
waiting for the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall also confirm you unto the end, that ye may 
be blameless in the day of our Lord Jesus Christ.” 
Phil. 3: 20, 21, ‘‘For our conversation is in heaven; 
from whence we also look for the Savior, the Lord 





Jesus Christ: who shall change our vile body, that 
it may be fashioned like unto his glorious body, ac- 
cording to the working whereby he is able even to 
subdue all things unto himself.’”’ I. Cor. 15: 20-23, 
‘But now is Christ risen from the dead, and become 
the first fruits of them that slept. For since by man 
came death, by man came also the resurrection of 
the dead. For as in Adam all die, even so in Christ 
shall all be made alive. But every man in his own 
order: Christ the first fruits; afterwards they that 
are Christ’s at his coming.’’ James 5: 7, 8, ‘*Be 
patient therefore, brethren, unto the coming of the 
ee for the coming of the Lord draweth nigh.”’ 
Titus 2: 18; I. Peter 1: 5,7, 13; II. Peter 3: 1-18; 
also I. John 2: 28, 3: 2, ete. 

There are two things that seem evident to me con- 
cerning the hope of the apostolic Church as these 
Scriptures teach it. First, that salvation is through 
Christ, predicated on the fact of his resurrection. 
The second is, that the salvation is completed in 
such events as will transpire at Christ’s second com- 
ing—when, at his coming, the dead will be raised 
to life and judged; agreeable to Paul’s address to 
Timothy (II. Tim. 4: 1), ‘‘I charge thee therefore 
before God, and the Lord Jesus Christ, who shall 
judge the quick and the dead at his appearing and 
his kingdom.”’ 

The Epistles of Paul to the Thessalonians are re- 
markable for what they teach us concerning the 
hope of that Church, and Paul’s commendation of 
their faith. Hence the doctrine taught them by 
him is apparent, and must be thetruth. I will 
close this examination of Gospel faith by citing the 
main passages: 

I. Thess. 1: 6,10, ‘‘And ye became followers of us, 
and of the Lord, having received the word in much 
affliction, with joy cf the Holy Ghost...... And how 
ye turned to God from idols to serve the living and 
true God; and to wait for his Son from heaven, 
whom he raised from the dead, even Jesus, which 
delivered us from the wrath to come;’’ 2: 19, ‘*For 
what is our hope, or joy, or crown of rejoicing? 
Are not even ye in the presence of our Lord Jesus 
Christ at his coming?’’ 8: 7, 18, ‘‘Therefore, breth- 
ren, we were comforted over you in all our afflic- 
tion and distress by your faith...... To the end he 
may stablish your hearts unblameable in holiness 
before God, even our Father, at the coming of our 
Lord Jesus Christ with all his saints;’’ 5: 19-24, 
‘Quench not the Spirit. Despise not prophesyings. 
Prove all things; hold fast that which is good. 
Abstain from all appearance of evil. And the very 
God of peace sanctify you wholly; and I pray God 
your whole spirit and soul and body be preserved 
blameless unto the coming of our Lord Jesus Christ. 
Faithful is he that calleth you, who also will do 


ae 
In the fourth chapter, from the thirteenth verse 


to the eighteenth, the apostle informs them what is 
waiting a fulfillment in reference to God’s people, 
both of those already dead and who will be alive 
when the Lord comes, and shows the order of 
events that then will take place. ‘But I would 
not have you to be ignorant, brethren, concerning 
them which are asleep, that ye sorrow not, even as 
others which have no hope. For if we believe that 
Jesus died and rose again, even so them also which 
sleep in Jesus will God bring with him. For this 
we say unto you by the word of the Lord, that we 
which are alive and remain unto the coming of 
the Lord shall not prevent them which are asleep. 
For the Lord himself shall descend from heaven 
with a shout, with the voice of the archangel, and 
with the trump of God: and the dead in Christ 
shall rise first: then we which are alive and remain 
shall be caught up together with them in the clouds, 
to meet the Lord in the air: and so shall we ever 
be with the Lord. Wherefore comfort one another 
with these words.” a 

Query: How many ministers observe this exhor- 
tation? How many contend for the faith once de- 
livered to the saints? 

Contemplate the expressions farther in II. Thess. 
1: 7-10, ‘*And to you who are troubled rest with 
us, when the Lord Jesus shall be reveaied from 
heaven with his mighty angels, in flaming fire tak- 
ing vengeance on them that know not God, and 
that obey not the gospel of our Lord Jesus Christ: 
who shall be punished with everlasting destruction 
from the presence of the Lord, and from the glory 
of his power; when he shall come to be glorified 





in his saints, and to be admired in all them that 
believe (because our testimony among you was be- 
lieved) in that day;’’ 2: 1-8, ‘‘Now we beseech 
you, brethren, by the coming of our Lord Jesus 
Christ, and our gathering together unto him;’’ 2; 
5, ‘And the Lord direct your hearts into the love 
of God, and into the patient waiting for Christ.” 

I have avoided using space for comments myself 
more than needed to present the testimony of 
Scripture for my theme. I shall feel satisfied if 
these selections from much more that might be 
quoted may prevent some from departing from the 
faith of the Gospel. We can not be wrong when 
we abide by the Scriptures. 

Paul, in the above teaching, says that what he 
writes on this subject is ‘‘by the word of the Lord,” 
and, ifso, what sublime and ominous events are 
before us! We shall soon witness them. 
will come with all the holy angels in his own glory 
and the glory of his Father; the graves shall give 
up their dead, the judgment will set, and the books 


be opened. Are we ready?

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JESUS OHRIST AND THE OLD TESTAMENT 
SORIPTURES. 

Christ having existed before the Old Testament 
Scriptures existed, for he “had glory with the 
Father before the world was,’’ and, as his ‘‘delight 
was with the sons of men,’ therefore, when he 
came to our world on his errand of love and mercy 
he had a perfect knowledge of the revealed will of 
God and the truth or falsity of the Scriptures that 
existed during the days of his life and ministry. 
Jo these Scriptures Christ frequently alluded in 
his discourses and instructions to the children 
of men. Especially in two discourses did the 
Anointed of God quote largely from those writings. 
I refer to his sermon on the mount and the one 
preached to some of his disciples soon after his res- 
urrection; but in no instance canI find, in the re- 
motest manner, the least intimation that they, or 
any part of them, were not given by divine author- 
ity. Tothe Jews he said, ‘Think not that Iam 
come to accuse you to the Father; there is one that 
accuseth you, even Moses,on whom ye have set 
your hope. If ye had believed Moses ye would be- 
lieve me, for he wrote of me.’’ To his disciples he 
said, “Ought not Christ to have suffered these 
things and to have entered into his glory? And 
beginning at Moses and all the prophets, he ex- 
pounded unto them, in all the Scriptures, the things 
concerning himself.”” He was not ashamed of, 
neither was he partial with, regard to portions of 
God’s Word, but quoted from ‘‘all the Scriptures,” 
an example worthy of the imitation of all of his 
servants or messengers. But to my astonishment 
and deep regret, I find occasionally in the religious 
literature and sermons of the day a disposition to 
call in question the truthfulness of portions of the 
Scriptures by those who are the professed servants 
of Christ, sent by him to teach men the way of sal- 

ation. 

. The unbelieving world (including the worst of 
characters) say they do not believe that God com- 
manded Abraham to offer up his son as a burnt of- 
fering, or that Noah was told by the Almighty to 
build an ark, or that the sun ever stood still at the 
command of Joshua, or that Jonah was ever swal- 
lowed by a fish or whale. Strange it is, indeed, 
but it isa fact that there are ministers who agree 
with them concerning these things. And, stranger 
still it seems, when we consider the fact that these 
things are quoted by Christ and his apostles as ver- 
itable facts. ‘‘What think ye of Christ?” especially 
ye who say, ‘Christ is my creed.’’ Is your creed 
from God? Does it. contain ‘“‘the truth’’ without 
any admixture of error? If so, why not believe it? 
If not true it should not be received. 

But let us look at the idea of Christians concurring 
with the unbelieving from a practical standpoint. 
Some thirty years since there wasa Mr. Hacker 
who published a paper called the Pleasure Boat. 
Mr. H. belonged to one of the order of Friends. 
Among many other things that he published depre- 
ciating the Bible was one I distinctly remember. 
“T read,’’ said he, “‘the Bible just as I do any other 
book, and what is in harmony with history, reason, 
and common sense I believe.’ Query: If he and 
others holding such loose views believe history, es- 
pecially the history Josephus has given to the 
world, how much of the Old Testament would be 
ignored? ‘‘O consistency, thou art a jewel!” 

Those who strongly opposed the institutions of 
the Church and Christianity praised loudly Mr. 
Hacker’s views. Not one of them (and I knew 
several) has embraced Christianity; and one of 
them on his dying bed would not consent toa 
prayer being offered, which was desired by his pious 
daughter. ‘ 

When ministers of the “‘glorious Gospel’’ call in 
question the truthfulness of the Old Testament (es- 
pecially those portions quoted by Christ and his 
apostles) they strike aheavy blow against Chris- 
tianity, whether conscious of it or not, for this, in 
my opinion, wounds Christ in the house of his 
friends. Not that such things weaken my faith in 
“the old family Bible that laid onthe stand” in my 
father’s home, which I was taught to revere. Fifty 
years’ service in the army of the Lord, under “‘the 
Captain of my salvation,” has given me much 
strength, boldness, and fismness in God’s cause, the 
Scriptures ever being ‘‘a lamp to my feet and a light 

tomy path.” But there are hundreds of converts 
who are illy prepared to endure these things—the 































































































































enemy taking the advantage—for at them they 
stumble, and if they fall and are lost who is to 
blame? Oh, that in these things we might ‘“‘be as 
wise as serpents and harmless as doves,’’ realizing 
that in some degree, at least, we are “‘our brother’s 
keeper.’”’ In our spirit of latitudinarianism and in 
the exercise of that ‘‘charity that is kind,’ “that 
endureth all things,’’ “‘that believeth all things’’ 
(except those things that are false and of the devil), 
I find it exceedingly difficult to determine just how 
much a person may be allowed to ignore of the 
Bible and still be justly entitled to Christian fellow- 
ship. There must be a limit, and who can give it? 
It is a fact that the whole Bible can not be rejected 
by the most skeptical. Even the deist and atheist 
are compelled to acknowledge the truth of thou- 
sands of things therein recorded. I refer to history 
and things of daily occurrence and human experi- 
ence. Not one of those things can possibly, by the 
skill of man, be proved to be false, and why any 
part should be called erroneous, by those that are 
endowed with reason, I can not comprehend. “The 
Word of the Lord has been tried,’’ saith the Psalm- 
ist, therefore in it we will trust.

[By request of Dr. Shaffer, of North Manchester, 
Indiana, we give below the decision of Judge 
Elliott, of the Supreme Court of Indiana, as out- 
lined by the Indianapolis Journal of April 18, 1889. 
The decision he regards as a defense of his position 
in the HERALD presented some months since. As 
his rejoinder was not published he feels that this 
should be.—ED. | 

The opinion of the Supreme Court, given a few 
days ago, by Chief-Justice Elliott, has much more 
significance in it than the mere settlement of the 
direct question at issue—the right of the city to 
exact a license tax on saloons outside the city, and 
within two miles. That question had been already 
settled in the case of Lutz vs. The City of Craw- 
fordsville (109 Ind., 466), but this being an attempt 
to overrule that decision by some who are claiming 
that, but for the protection the license affords, the 
saloon could have no standing, it was well for the 
court to restate the position of the court for more 
than thirty years on the subject. In 1857, during 
the period that intervened between the annullment 
of the law of 1855 and the enactment of the law of 
1859, an attempt was made to bring the common. 
law to bear on the liquor traffic. This proved a 
marked failure, the court saying in the case of 
Struble vs. Nodwift (11 Ind., 64); ‘‘At common law 
the sale of liquors is not unlawful.’’ The same 
doctrine was restated in the case of Lutz vs. The 
City of Crawfordsville, above referred to. Chief- 
Justice Elliott in that case said: ‘‘The purpose of 
exacting a license is to limit and regulate the busi- 
ness, for if licenses were not required, all persons 
might, under the rules of the common law, freely 
engage in the business, but by imposing a restric- 
tion in the form of a license the traffic is regulated 
and limited.’’ In the case decided this week, the 
court says: ‘‘The law éxacting a license fee does 
not grant a privilege that did not before exist, 
but on the contrary lays a special tax upon a pur- 
suit, which, but for the statute, might be followed 
without paying any special tax.’’ 

SO 
THE RESURREOTION OF THE DEAD. 

Is there a natural man? (outer flesh and bone) is 
there a spiritual (or inner soul) man? Paul says 
there is. Which dies and is buried? The body, 
not the soul. Can the live part or the dead part be 
resurrected? Not the living part or soul. The 
body or dead part is to be raised. They that are 
in their graves shall hear his voice and come forth; 
some to everlasting life, others to everlasting shame 
and contempt. At death the soul and spirit (inner 
life part, and its spirit and disposition,) returns to 
God who gave it. They that sleep in Jesus will 
God bring with him. The Lord himself shall 
descend, and the dead in Christ shall rise first. (I. 
Thess. 4: 13-18.) Christ’s body was the first fruits 
from the grave, afterward they that are his at his 
coming. His spirit in us quickens; raises to life 
our mortal bodies. (Rom. 8: 11.) Itis sown 
(buried) a natural body, it is raised a spiritual 





body; it is sown (buried) in corruption, it is raised 
incorruptible, undefiled, to a life that fadeth not. 
(I. Cor. 15: 35 to the close.) 

So Christ’s resurrected body was not flesh and 
blood, but it was flesh and bones. He arose with 
scars of nails‘in his hands and feet, and of the spear 
in his side. It now had a spirit nature; could 
come in and vanish out of the room, the doors be- 
ing shut. Mary knew his voice; the disciples 
knew his countenance the same as before the cruci- 
fixion, and dare not ask him who he was, knowing 
it was the Lord. The eyes of the two disciples 
going to Emmaus were holden until in breaking 
bread they knew him. “This same Jesus, which 
is taken up from you into heaven, shall so come...... 
as ye see him gointo heaven.” Acts 1: 11. 

Why say some of our ministers now there is no 
resurrection of our dead bodies when Jesus comes 
in clouds of angels at the last day? that our . 
graves and the sea will not give up the dead bodies 
in them? that they that are in their graves will 
not hear his voice? that these mortal bodies shall 
not be raised to immortality and eternal life? and 
thus dispute and contradict these and many more 
positive Scriptures, like infidels, saying, the earth- 
quake threw up the bodies of the saints into Jerusa- 
lem at the crucifixion of Christ, and that Christ’s 
body vanished into thin air as he went up to 
heaven, and so his glorified or spiritualized body is 
not in heaven now. They have left the words of 
God and are turned unto fables like those of the 
Popular Christian Science Monthly of Chicago. At 
death, they say, God gives our souls a new body he 
has prepared for each one as it hath pleased him. 
Thus, they say, he erects a new body, and that he 
does not resurrect the dead. They seem to think ita 
thing impossible for God to raise the dead as he says 
he will. 

In nine years’ travel for Union Christian College 
and our Publishing House, to many as ten confer- 
ences a year, hearing all the able preachers among 
the Christians, I never heard such science.

THE MILLENNIAL REIGN. 


We take it that the creative days are symbolical of 
the world’s history, and the rest day following the 
creative days is symbolical of the millennial reign 
of Jesus on the earth. Peter seems to give a little 
coloring to this thought when, in speaking of the 
end of the world, he says ‘‘that one day is with the 
Lord as a thousand years, and a thousand years as 
one day.’”’ (II. Peter 3: 8.) If the creative days 
each stand for one thousand years, then at the end 
of these periods of years we may expect the millen- 
nial reign, or the beginning of the seventh thou- 
sand years, as typified by God’s rest day. By our 
chronology we are now removed from the creation 
period or the Adamic birth, five thousand eight 
hundred and eighty-nine years, or, including the 
loss of four years since the beginning of the Vulgar 
Era, five thousand eight hundred and ninety-three 
years. If this chronology be exactly correct, and 
it probably is not far wrong, only one hundred 
years remain to the ushering in of the millennial 
period. 

Personally we look for the consummation of the 
Gospel age and the personal appearing of Jesus 
Christ at the end of six thousand years from the 
creation of Adam, and if the reckoning of Usher 
be correct then the child may be living to-day who 
will personally witness the coming of Jesus to the 
earth. The visible and personal coming was to be 
preceded by the preaching of the Gospel to all na- 
tions. ‘For this Gospel of the kingdom shall be 
preached in all the world for a witness unto all na- 
tions, and then shall the end come,’’ said Jesus. 
(Matt. 24: 14.) He describes the manner of his 
coming as follows: ‘‘And then shall appear the 
sign of the Son of man in heaven - . and 
they shall see the Son of man coming in the clouds 
of heaven with power and great glory.”’ Matthew 
24: 30. The coming is to be sudden: ‘‘For as the 
lightning cometh out of the east, and shineth even 
unto the west, so shall also the coming of the Son 
of man be.’”’ Matt. 24: 27. The angels are to ac- 
company Jesus in his coming: ‘‘For the Son of 
man shall come in the glory of his Father with his 
angels.”’ Matt. 16: 27. Jesus came once by the 
natural birth and personally dwelt on the earth, 
and he says, “I will come again.” (John 14: 8.) 
The first coming was visible and personal; so shall 
the second be. The first coming was a fact undis- 
puted by Christians, and the second will be equally 
a fact, finally. There was a first coming; there 
will be a second coming. The first is in no wise 
doubted by very many who think the second 
wholly improbable and altogether unreasonable. 
We can neither see why this coming should be 
deemed improbable nor unreasonable. If the repe- 
tition of an act is an inconsistency, so was the first 
performance of the act. The angels are even more 
explicit in their description of the second coming 
than was Jesus. Said they, ‘Ye men of Galilee, 
why stand ye gazing up into heaven? this same 
Jesus which is taken up from you into heaven, 
shall so come in like manner as ye have seen him 
go into heaven.” Acts 1: 11. 

As to the personal coming, Paul says: ‘‘For the 
Lord himself shall descend from heaven with a 
shout, with the voice of the archangel, and with 
the trump of God.” I. Thess. 4: 15. At his com- 
ing the first resurrection will transpire, or that 
of the righteous dead. That there is a first res- 





urrection John declares: ‘‘Blessed and holy is he 
that hath part in the first resurrection.”” Rev. 20: 6, 
Paul also says, ‘‘The dead in Christ shall rise first ” 
II. Thess. 4: 16. He also says in the 14th verse: 
‘For if we believe that Jesus died and rose again, 
even so them also which sleep in Jesus will God 
bring with him.” In his coming the living right- 
eous will be changed. Paul says, ‘‘Behold I show 
you a mystery: we shall not all sleep [die], but we 
shall all be changed, in a moment, in the twink- 
ling of an eye, at the last trump [the trump of God]; 
for the trumpet shall sound, and the dead [right- 
eous] shall be raised incorruptible, and we shall be 
changed.”’ I. Cor. 15: 51,52, The change in the 
living and the resurrection of the righteous will be 
in the same moment, and the living righteous will 
have no advantage over the dead righteous, for, 
says Paul, ‘‘We which are alive and remain unto 
the coming of the Lord shall not prevent [go be- 
fore] them which are asleep”’ [the righteous dead.] 
The Lord with the angels does not first descend to 
the earth, for, says Paul, ‘‘We which are alive and 
remain shall be caught up together with them [the 
resurrected righteous] in the clouds, to meet the 
Lord in the air.’”’ I. Thess. 4: 17. 

The righteous safe with Jesus in the clouds of 
heaven, they will witness the scene which Peter 
and Paul described, ‘“‘In the which the heavens shall 
pass away with a great noise, and the elements 
shall melt with fervent heat, the earth also and the 
works therein shall be burned up. . - Where- 
in the heavens being on fire shall be dissolved, and 
the elements shall melt with fervent heat.” ITI, 
Peter 3: 10,12. And Paul says, ‘‘The Lord Jesus 
shall be revealed from heaven with his mighty 
angels, in flaming fire, taking vengeance on them 
that know not God, and that obey not the Gospel 
of our Lord Jesus Christ.’’ II. Thess. 1: 7, 8. 

The wicked destroyed and the earth purified, we 
now see what Peter was looking for: ‘‘Neverthe- 
less we, according to his promise, look for new 
heavens and a new earth, wherein dwelleth right- 
eousness.’’ II, Peter 3: 18. The earth thus pre- 
pared is to be the home of saints for one thousand 
years in the companionship of Jesus. Speaking of 
the resurrected dead, John says: ‘‘They lived and 
reigned with Christ a thousand years. . . Bless- 
ed and holy is he that hath part in the first resur- 
rection; for on such the second death hath no 
power, but they shall be priests of God and of 
Christ, and shall reign with him a thousand years.” 
Rev. 20: 4,6. But where shall these priests of 
God and Christ reign? John answers: ‘‘For thou 
wast slain, and hast redeemed us to God by thy 
blood out of every kindred, and tongue, and peo- 
ple, and nation; and hast made us unto our God 
kings and priests; and we shall reign on the earth.” 


Rev. 5: 9, 10. 
Following this millennial reign of Jesus and his 


saints the wicked, who had died through the ages 
and at the coming of Jesus, will be resurrected. 
Says John, ‘‘But the rest of the dead lived not 
again until the thousand years were finished.” 
Rev. 20: 5. Then follows the judgment, and from 
it the righteous and the wicked go to their assigned 
places. John goes on to describe what occurred 
‘‘when the thousand years were ended,” and with 
the rest says: “I saw the dead, small and great, 
stand before God; and the books were opened; and 
another book was opened, which is the book of 
life; and the dead were judged out of those things 
which were written in the books, according to their 
works. . . . . And whosoever was not found 
written in the book of life was cast into the lake of 
fire. This is the second death.” Rev. 20: 12, 14, 
15. The manner of the judgment is more particu- 
larly described by Jesus in Matt. 25, and he closes 
the scene with these words: ‘And these shall go 
away into everlasting punishment; but the right 
eous into life eternal.”’ Matt. 25: 46.

Christian Giving. 

In a clear Gospel sense a Christian isa ‘‘new crea- 
ture.” His “life is hid with Christ in God.” 
“Christ liveth in’’ him; and the life which he now 
lives in the flesh he lives ‘“‘by the faith of the Son 
of God,’ ‘who loved” him, ‘‘and gave himself for’’ 
him. His powers and possessions, what he has as 
well as what he is, by aspiritual transference is 
taken over to God inChrist. Professedly, and in 
fact, he is the Lord’s “‘steward’”’ and trustee—God’s 
pensioner and almoner. ~His possessions, tending 
in his unregenerate state to alienate and weigh him 
down into dust and worldliness, now become a 
potent means of grace to himself and to the world, 
lifting him into the Divine presence and likeness. 

Giving, giving cheerfully, giving from the heart 
and because of the d/essedness of it, giving as a spir- 
itual act and seli-denyingly, becomes a most effi- 
cient factor in developing character into the stature 
of the fullness of the ‘‘perfect man’’ in Christ—rais- 
ing the soul to God and clothing it with his like- 
ness, and enlarging it with his spirit. 

And the Christian life involves this obligation, 
not as a necessity to God, but as a necessity to the 
Christian himself. Withholding does not impov- 
erish God; giving does not enrich him. These acts, 
however, have the twofold reflex influence on the 
giver and withholder, both in material and spiritual 
things. What we have truly given, as Christians, 
we have as a “‘treasure laid up,’’ and what we have 
withheld, that we should have given, we have lost. 
God could have spared us the necessity of giving, 
but in his wisdom he has laid this duty upon us for 
our spiritual enrichment. A common Christian 
experience teaches that such giving is enriching to 
soul and body for time and for eternity.

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An April Trip in Japan. 

Leaving Tokio by the 10:45 A. M. train we ar- 
rived at Akabane, where we waited for the other 
Tokio train, which left the north of Tokio later than 
ourselves. Atsome of the stations you can buy a 
Japanese lunch in a little box composed of boiled 
rice, fish, and a little sweet pickle, sometimes 
mushrooms instead of fish, or a little of both; 
peside this you can buy Japanese pears, which are 
very large, cakes, etc., so if you have forgotten to 
take a lunch with you you need not starve, as 
you can make out very well on the above until 

ight. 
nthe day was very pleasant when we left Tokio, 
put as we traveled north we got colder and colder, 
until in less than a hundred miles we could see the 
mountains covered with snow and felt the atmos- 
phere fresh with the same. About 9 P.M. we stop 
for the night, as the train goes no further that day, 
at a place called Fukushima, where, less than two 
years ago, we arrived at near 4 Pp. M. the next 
day, riding possibly seventy miles by wagon or 
omnibus, up to that point by railroad. However, 
lodging at our old hotel, we soon were served with 
a quick supper and then we retired for the night. 
After getting nicely to sleep I suddenly awoke to 
see a man with a light talking to my interpreter. 
Isoon found it was one of the servants who came 
to make some inquiries, asa man had been heard 
go up stairs twice in the night whom they supposed 


was a thief. 
At 7 A. M. the next day we were on our way 


—train prompt. A Japanese Christian, who knew 
me, traveled with us as far as Sendai; also told us 
of the work in Fukushima. Here the Congrega- 
tionalists have been at work for some time, also the 
Dutch Reformed, but recently the latter retired, 
and since that time the work has revived and now 
they have removed to new quarters, the former be- 
ing too small. ~ It is conducted by our good broth- 
er, J. H. De Forest, of Sendai, and very often one 
of the missionaries runs down and gives them a 
lecture. 

Soon, not only was the snow laying on the ground 
by the side of the railroad, but a small storm over- 
took us. Passing Sendai, the chief town of this 
part of Japan, we soon came to where the new 
part of the railroad joins, which will continue until 
it reaches the northern part of this the largest Japa- 


nese island. 
Soon after passing Sendai we leave the train, and 


after dinner we took the boat for Ishinomaki. It 
is rather small, yet pleasant. After leaving we 
notice an idiot on the boat. As elsewhere, the 
cheerful company embraced the opportunity for 
some sport while the poor fellow enjoyed it all. 
Nearing the mouth of the river, on account of the 
sea being rough, we had some sick folks; also 
almost run aground, the water being low and the 
mouth hard to enter. Arrived in good time at 
Ishinomaki to attend to a little important business 
before supper and church meeting. Had a pleasant 
meeting with the exception of the expulsion of a 
member and his wife. 

The following morning we started for Riksha, a 
distance of fourteen to seventeen miles, where our 
second northern station is. Here we met our 
brother who was ready with three precious ones 
who wished to unite with God’s people and be bap- 
tized. At2p.M., short meeting, then retiring to 
the river, we gladly administered the ordinance to 
them. Two were there to witness from two other

The street appearance of the city is 
comparatively decorous. To the eye 
the Sabbath day is observed.—[New 
York Observer.
